Changes  in  Professional  Staff.

Dr.  Joseph  who  was  acting  as 
Senior  Medical  Officer,  continued  in  the  post  throughout  the  year.

Dr.  Pai  the  Medical  Officer  of  South  Mahe  who  was  keeping  indifferent  health  since  July 
took  sick  leave  in  October  when  Dr.  Miss  Stevenson  was  appointed  temporarily  as  visltingr 
Medical  Officer  of  South  Mahe. 

On  the  completion  of  Dental  Surgeon  Mr.  Harter’s  contract  in  December  it  was  extended 
for  a  further  period  of  one  year.

II.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

A.  GENERAL  REMARKS. 


Though  the  general  health  of  the  population  during  the  year  was  good,  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  a  severe  type  of  German  measles  started  in  the  town  of  Victoria 
and  the  suburbs.  On  September  21st  one  H.  M.  Ship  called  at  this  port  with  a  ca83  of 
^German  measles  on  board.  A  few  members  of  the  public  are  alleged  to  have  been  on  board 
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0ad  to  have  returned  ashore  before  the  Health  Officer  could  board  the  ship  and  place  her  in 
quarantine.  Only  one  of  them  could  be  traced  and  though  he  was  placed  in  quarantine 
from  the  next  day  onwards,  and  he  did  not  himself  develop  the  disease,  the  disease  somehow 
3Jiade  its  appearance  in  the  Colony.  It  was  only  in  the  month  of  November  that  the  first  group 
of  cases  came  under  observation  and  then  all  possible  steps  were  taKen  to  isolate  the  sick 
oither  at  home  or  in  the  Hospital  but  all  were  of  no  avail  because  the  first  few  cases  ran  their 
.courses  undetected  and  the  infection  had  already  spread  to  an  uncontrollable  extent. 

Though  the  disease  spread  rather  rapidly  inMahe,  it  did  not  cause  any  death  up  to  the  end 
<©£  the  year.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  since  1918  this  Colony  was  free  from  any  type  of  measles® 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  any  other  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

1.  General  Diseases. 

Senility  : — The  principal  cause  of  death  f  >r  the  year  was  Senile  decay,  and  this  accounted 
•for  79  deaths. 

Anaemia  : — Secondary  anosmia  due  to  ankylostomiasis,  amoebic  dysentery,  climatic 
conditions,  defective  nutrition  and  senility  were  not  infrequent.  This  formed  the  chief  cause 
morbidity  at  the  out-patient  department  of  the  Seychelles  Hospital  during  the  year,  being 
SOT  out  of  2,317  new  cases,  as  also  the  second  main  cause  of  dearh  viz  :  44  deaths  from 
diseases  of  the  blood  and  blood  forming  organs . 

Circulatory  system  : — Though  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  are  common  among  the 
aged,  heaths  due  to  this  cause  were  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  viz  :  19  against  54  in  1940. 

Cerebral  apoplexy  : — On  the  other  hand  deaths  due  to  cerebral  apoplexy  were  more  viz  % 
against  17  in  1940. 

Rheumatism  : — Acute  and  chronic  rheumatism  of  the  various  parts  of  the  body  were  conn- 
«ttonly  seen  in  the  out-patient  clinics.  On  the  whole  159  patients  attended  the  clinic  at  the 
Hospital  for  this  condition. 

Diseases  of  ike  Respiratory  System: — Of  the  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  the  most 
(Common  were  Bronchitis,  and  Asthma,  140  cases  of  bronchitis  and  94  caces  of  asthma  attended’ 
the  out-patient  clinics  whereas  32  and  66  cases  respectively  were  treated  in  the  Hospital.  Be¬ 
sides  28  cases  of  pleurisy,  12  cases  of  broncho-pneumonia  and  7  cases  of  lobar-pneumonia  were 
treated  in  the  Hospital.  14  of  the  year’s  deaths  were  due  to  pneumonia. 

Gastro-enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  : — Apart  from  constipation  which  was  rather  frequent  in 
■the  dispensaries  (  340  during  the  year)  the  most  common  compl  lint  of  the  digestive  system 
was  gastro-enteritis  and  diarrhoea  of  which  55  cases  were  treated  in  the  Seychelles  Hospital 

168  cases  attended  the  dispensaries.  On  the  whole  18  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause. 

Hepatitis  : — The  number  of  cases  of  hepatitis  re  named  more  or  less  the  same  as  in  1940, 
i  m  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital  compared  with  174  cases  in  1940. 

Cancer: — Nc  change  to  report  about  the  incidence  of  cancer  and  other  malignant  growths. 
13  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  compared  with  12  in  191-0. 

2.  Communicable  Diseases 

Malaria  : — -6  imported  cases  of  malaria  were  treated  in  the  Sejm  belles  Hospital. 

Small  pox  : — No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 

Rubella  : — Altogether  G6  cases  came  for  treatment  of  which  19  were  treated  at  the  Hos¬ 
pital  and  the  remaining  47  at  the  out-patient  clinic  of  the  Seychelles  Hospital.  No  death 
jQ^carr  ed,  from  this  cause. 

Chicken-pox  : — As  in  previous  years  a  few  cases  of  sporadic  chicken-pox  were  reported 
jfyom  the  different  districts  of  the  Colony. 

Inducnza  : — 44  cases  were  treated  in  the  H  ospital,  with  no  death  and  116  were  attended 
-to  at  the  Dispensaries.  Only  one  death  was  due  to  this  disease  this  year. 

Dysentery  : — Amoebic  dysentery  is  endemic  in  this  Colony.  10.)  such  cases  were  treated 
ija  the  Hospital  and  156  cases  were  treated  in  the  Dispensaries.  The  only  other  type  of  dysen¬ 
tery  noticed  here  is  Balantidial  dysentery  of  which  only  one  case  came  for  treatment  in  the 
Hospital. 

Tetarus  : — Presumably  due  to  the  more  frequent  use  of  A.  T.  serum  for  cases  of  acciden- 
ifc&l  wounds,  only  one  case  of  tetanus  came  for  treatment  and  that  case  recovered. 

Leprosy  : —  The  total  number  of  known  cases  of  leprosy  in  this  Colony  on  the  1st  January 
1941  was  78.  6  new  cases  were  found  out.  5  patients  died  and  three  cases  were  discharged 

On  parole  due  to  arrest  of  tl  e  disease  with  treatment.  Thus  on  the  31st  December  1941  there 
were  on  the  whole  76  cases  giving  an  incidence  of  2.28  per  thousand  population. 

Tuberculosis  . — The  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  remained  high. 
•Though  only  5  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  and  8  cases  in  tue  Dispensaries  this  year,  21 
deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to  this  disease  comp  ire  1  with  1 8  in  1940.  Tuberculosis  of 
joints,  g  anus  etc,  were  rarely  met  with. 

Venereal  diseases  : — These  are  very  prevalent  and  though  no  exact  figures  can  he  given 
it  is  feared  that  they  are  on  the  increase  due  to  the  closer  contact  with  outside  world  occasioned 
by  the  war  conditions.  10  cases  of  syphilis  and  42  cases  of  gonorrhoea  and  its  c  implications 
fFOre  treatei  in  the  Hospital.  At  the  V.  D.  clinics  94  cases  of  syphilis  in  the  '.afferent  stages, 
m  cases  o  gonorrhoea  and  its  complications  and  4  cases  of  lymphogranulo  na  iuguinale  were 
fureatea  timing  the  year. 

Helminthic  diseases : — Infections  with  Round  worm,  Hook  worm,  Whip  worm  and 
^Eb,r8*<i  wor  l  are  com mou  especially  amo  ig  the  children.  17  ca^es  of  helminthiasis  were 
Create o  u  the  Hospital  and  53  cases  in  the  Dispensaries. 
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JBilariasis : — Few  cases  of  infection  with  filaria  Bancroft!  were  reported  from  the  different 

districts  of  the  Colony. 

Dracontiasis  : — ■  As  the  imported  cases  of  Gruinea  worm  infection  were  repatriated  there 

Is  no  case  to  report  this  year. 

B.  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  population  on  the  31st  December  1941  was  33,352  (males  16,594,  females 
26,738)  showing-  an  increase  of  648  over  the  j  reeeedjng  year. 

Births: — The  total  number  of  births  for  the  year  was  825  and  the  crude  birth  rate  24.75 
jjer  thousand  against  26.31  in  1 940. 

Deaths  The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  378  and  the  crude  death  rate  1 1.82 
per  thousand  against  11.40  in  1940. 

Infantile  Mortality : — The  infantile  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  number  of  infants’  deaths 
tinder  one  \  ear  of  age  curing  the  year  for  every  thousand  live  births  registered,  was  44.35

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Only  one  post  mortem  examination  was  ordered  by  the  Judicial  Authorities  during  ila» 
y  ear  as  the  few  sudden  deaths  that  occurred  gave  no  suspicion  of  any  foul  play. 

III.  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

A.  PREVENTIVE  ME ASTJRE8  AGAINST. 

1.  Mosquito  and  Insect  Boene  Diseases. 

No  change  to  report  from  the  previous  years.  During  the  year  4  ships  were  fumigitecf 
15  (including  flying-boats)  were  disinsectized.  The  fumigation  of  cargo  was  carried  out  on 
41  occasions. 

2.  Epidemic  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

Small-Pox  : — Primary  vacciuation  of  children  and  re- vaccination  of  adults  were  carried  out 
as  before.  The  supply  of  vaccines  from  England  could  not  be  obtained  since  January  thi» 
year.  So  arrangements  were  made  to  get  alternative  supply  of  calf  lymph  from  India. 

Geeman  Measles:— In  spite  of  the  imposition  of  quarantine  as  already  stated  on  the  vessel 
infected  with  German  Measles,  the  uisease  made  its  appearance  in  and  around  Victoria  during 
the  month  of  November  and  soon  spread  to  the  different  districts  of  Mahe.  Notices  were 
published  in  the  Government  Bulletins  informing  the  public  about  the  presenting  symptoms  o£ 
the  disease'  so  as  to  aid  its  early  detection  and  also  about  the  necessity  of  protecting  the  young 
children  from  infection.  Notices  indicating  the  care  of  the  sick,  and  the  control  and  prevention 
of  the  infection  were  also  published.  The  schools  were  closed  and  the  recruitment  of  labourers 
to  the  Outlying  Islands  were  forthwith  stopped  and  the  crew  of  coasters  sailing  to  these 
islands  were  prohibited  to  land  there.  By  these  energetic  measures  the  disease  was  prevented! 
from  reaching  the  Outlying  Islands. 

Babies  : — This  is  kept  out  of  the  Colony  by  imposing  quarantine  (six  months)  on  all 
imported  dogs,  cats  and  oiher  susceptible  animals.  During  the  year  3  dogs,  5  cats  and! 
8  donkeys  were  placed  in  quarantine. 

Leprosy  : — No  change  to  report.  The  following  table  gives  the  type  of  disease  and  the 
method  of  isolation  of  the  patients  in  the  different  types  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Helminthiasis  :  —  Routine  inspection  of  latrines  and  premises,  and  mass  treatment  of  worms 
with  oil  of  chenopodium  were  continued  as  in  previous  years.  On  the  whole  14,716  doses  o£ 
vermifu.e  were  dispensed  and  193  contraventions  were  taken  for  inadequate  latrine  accommo-* 
elation  and  for  depositing  excreta  else  where  than  in  a  latrine. 

Dkacontiasis  : — All  the  three  imported  cases  reported  last  year  were  repatriated. 

B.  GENEBAL  MEASUBES  OF  SANITATION.

School  Hygiene. 

General  : — The  Medical  Inspection  of  the  schools  and  the  school  children  of  thtf 
districts  of  North  Mah6,  Praslin  and  La  Digue  was  conducted  as  in  previous  years.  Due 
to  ill-health  the  Medical  Officer  of  South  Mahe  could  not  carry  out  the  school  inspection  of  bie 
district.

Dental:— During  the  year  the  Dental  Surgeon  paid  special  attention  to  the  children  of  % 
schools  in  South  Mahe  where  during  several  visits  he  completed  the  most  urgent  forms  of 
treatment  for  878  children  by  holding  clinics  at  the  school  premises.  Besides  228  children  from 
16  schools  were  attended  to,  at  the  well  equipped  dental  clinic  at  the  Seychelles  Hospital.  On. 
the  whole  he  performed  1,231  extractions,  91  fillings,  21  scalings  and  3  dressings  for  the 
school  children.  Another  child  was  treated  for  Vincent’s  gingivitis. 

A  new  step  was  taken  this  year  for  the  education  of  the  school  children  in  oral  hygiene 
and  the  care  of  the  teeth.  Special  instruction  sheets  on  these  subjects  were  prepared  by  ih$ 
Dental  Surgeon.  These  were  printed  and  distributed  to  all  the  schools,  and  the  teachers  wer@ 
asked  to  co-operate  in  the  education  of  the  children  and  to  held  practical  classes  periodically* 
The  Dental  Surgeon  is  to  explain  and  lecture  on  these  subjects  to  the  teachers  and  children 
during  his  visits  to  the  schools; 

Labour  Conditions. 

A  great  number  of  the  labourers  got  enrolled  into  the  two  Pioneer  Companies  for  service 
overseas.  The  extensive  planting  of  food  crops  by  the  Government  and  by  many  planter* 
has  absorbed  many  more,  and  the  unemployment  problem  is  practically  solved. 

The  condition  of  health  and  nutrition  among  the  labourers  remained  satisfactory  in  all  the 
islands  except  the  Outlying  Island  of  Assumption  which  is  one  of  the  coral  islands  of  the 
Colony.  Due  to  severe  drought  which  lasted  for  several  months  no  vegetables  of  any  descrip¬ 
tion  could  be  grown  there.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  vitamins  in  their  diets  some  of  the  labourers? 
of  this  island  developed  symptoms  of  scurvy  and  other  deficiency  diseases  in  spite  of  the  efforts 
_  of  the  management  of  the  island  to  supply  the  labourers  occasionally  with  fruit  juices  both 
imported  and  locally  made.  On  the  whole  15  labourers  were  returned  to  Mahe  due  to 
deficiency  diseases. 

On  a  well  balanced  diet  with  an  additional  ration  of  marmite,  green  vegetablas  and  fruits 
they  all  made  a  rapid  recovery. 

Instructions  were  issued  by  this  department  to  the  management  of  this  island  for  the 
periodic  supply  of  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits  from  Malie  during  the  period  when  fresh 
vegetables  cannot  be  obtained  locally. 

In  December  it  came  to  the  notice  of  this  Department  that  one  of  the  local  labourers 
recruited  for  work  on  Agalega  Island,  a  dependency  of  Mauritius,  did  not  get  prompt 
treatment  for  an  ulcer  on  his  foot  which,  through  lack  of  qualified  medical  assistance  for  about 
a  year,  ultimately  cost  him  his  limb.  Soon  after  his  return  to  MabA  he  had  to  undergo  aa 
amputation  at  the  middle  of  his  thigh  as  a  life  saving  measure.  This  fact  was  reported  to  th© 
.Government  with  the  recommendation  that  further  recruitment  of  labourers  to  such  island? 
over  which  this  Government  has  no  jurisdiction  should  be  discontinued.  Recruitment  was 
forthwith  stopped. 

As  a  result  of  enquiries  to  the  alleged  improper  treatment  given  to  sick  labourers  in 
some  of  the  Outlying  Islands  by  their  Managers,  it  came  to  light  that  on  none  of  the 
Outlying  Islands  are  there  persons  who  possess  even  an  elementary  knowledge  in  First  Aid  o& 
Nursing,  fco  this  Department  pointed  out  to  the  Government  the  great  need  of  getting  one 
or  two  of  the  responsible  officers  from  each  Outlying  Island  to  attend  a  course  of  training  in 
First  Aid  and  Home  Nursing  at  the  Seychelles  Hospital.  Accordingly  arrangements  are  being 
made  for  training  selected  candidates  from  the  Outlying  Islands  in  these  very  useful  subjects- 

IV.  PORT  HEALTH  WORK  AND  AEROPLANE  TRAFFIC. 

Free  pratique  was  given  to  54  vessels. 

Partial  pratique  was  given  to  16  vessels. 

Full  quarantine  was  imposed  on  one  vessel. 

The  number  of  passengers  who  arrived  in  the  Colony  during  the  year  were  327.  Out  o£ 
these  5  were  placed  in  quarantine  for  German  measles,  excluding  one  from  shore,  1  Folic© 
constable  and  3  labourers. 

27C  passengers  left  the  Colony. 

There  is  no  regular  aeroplane  service  to  this  Colony  yet.  The  10  flying  boats  which 
arrived  here  during  the  year  were  disinsectized  prior  to  entering  the  inner  harbour. 

V.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

A  fully  qualified  midwife  was  appointed  as  Government  District  Midwife,  Port  Glawc£ 
district  on  the  16th  Aujust. 

The  Lady  Health  Visitor  conti’  ued  her  visits  to  the  houses  of  the  poor-class  expectant 
mothers,  nursing  mothers  and  children  educating  them  in  ante-natal  care  and  infant  welfare* 

1,874  children  attended  the  infant  welfare  clinic  against  1,872  in  1940. 

294  women  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  against  282  in  1940. 

375  patients  were  admitted  into  the  Maternity  Section  of  the  Seychelles  Hospital  && 
.against  365.  Besides  6  patients  were  remaining  from  1940. 

\1.  HOSPITALS,  DISPENSARIES.  DENTAL  AND  VENEREAL  CLINICS. 

Seychelles  Hospital  : — 2,000  patients  (1,006  males,  994  females)  were  admitted  ant# 
.the  Hospital  during  the  year,  against  1,68 1  in  1940. 
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^  There  were  in  addition  23  patients  remaining  in  Hospital  on  the  1st  January  1941. 
t'  The  total  number  of  patients  treated  was  2,023  against  1,716  in  1940. 

921  males  and  937  females  were  discharged  as  cured. 

61  males  and  32  females  were  discharged  as  relieved. 

9  males  and  3  females  were  discharged  as  unrelieved. 

There  were  19  deaths  in  Hospital  against  21  in  1940. 

Cottage  Hospital  Praslin  : — The  new  Hospital  is  still  uncomplet  -d.  Inuring  the  year 
144  patients  were  treated  in  tire  Cottage  Hospital  with  three  deaths.  Besides  surgical  aid 
was  given  to  136  patients  of  which  130  were  discharged  cured  and  6  relieved. 

The  statistics  of  the  Cottage  Hospital  are  given  in  Table  LV. 

Public  Dispensaries  : — Bisides  the  Dispensary  of  the  Seychelles  Hospital  at  Victoria 
There  are  dispensaries  for  out-patients  at  South  Mahe,  at  Grand  Anse  and  Baie  Ste  Anne 
Prasliu  and  at  La  Digue.  On  the  whole  17,845  out-patients  were  treated  in  the  dispensaries 
against  I5,i  27  in  1940. 

In  addition  at  the  Seychelles  Hospital  1,114  Government  employees  and  707  members  of 
the  Seychelles  Pioneer  Companies  were  treated  at  the  out-patient  department. 

Further  a  number  of  men  were  medically  examined  bv  the  Government  Medical  Officers 
for  recruitment  into  the  various  units  in  connection  with  the  Imperial  and  Local  Defe.nce. 

Of  the  total  numher  of  men  examined  87%  were  passed  fit  for  service  whereas  the  re-^ 
maining  13%  were  unfit.  The  following  table  shows  the  various  causes  of  unfitness,  and  their 
jeate  of  incidence  for  every  100  men  examined.  This  reveals  that  venereal  diseases  formed 
the  main  cause  of  unfitness,  next  in  order  of  frequency  were  hernia  (various  types)  and  secon¬ 
dary  anaemia.

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  : — Timse  were  hold  twice  weekly  at  the  S°ychelLs  Hospital  j 
and  at  the  Cottag*e  Hospital  Praslin,  and  once  weekly  at  Au-e  tioyale,  Grand  Anse  Praslin  and  j 
at  La  Digue. 

The  number  of  new  cases  admitted  for  treatmeit  at  these  clinics  are  given  on  pag-e  2.  • 
Besides  a.eood  numb  r  of  seamen  and  members  of  the  forces  were  treated  at  the  clinic  in  the 
Seychelles  Hospital. 

The  Arsenica!  preparations  used  for  the  treatment  of  Syphilis  were  Novarsenobdlion  and 
Aeetylarsan  and  the  Bismuth  preparation  was  Bicreol.  The  soft  chancres  ivere  treated  with 
Suipbanilatnide  and  ‘Dmelcos’  vaccine. 

During  this  year  a  great  number  of  patients  with  gonorrhoea  and  its  complications  were  treated 
with  Sujphapyridme.  While  the  results  in  most  cases  were  remarkable  by  the  rapidity  with 
-which  they  were  cured  by  this  treatment,  there  were  a  few  cases,  including  those  who  received 
treatment  at  the  early  stage  of  the  disease,  who  showed  little  or  no  improvement  with  this  • 
treatment  alone.

Due  to  the  shortage  of  professional  staff,  secondment  of  Medical  Officers  for  military 
service  was  rot  possible. 

Nevertheless  3  fully  trained  Sanitary  inspectors  and  the  Medical  Storekeeper  were 
relieved  from  the  Department  to  join  the  Army  for  service  overseas. 

X.  PRISONS  AND  ASVLUMS. 

.  CENTRAL  PRISON  VICTORIA. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  piisuners  was  satisfactory.  The  rations  supplied 
were  adequate  and  of  good  quality.  No  signs  of  nutritional  disorders  were  observed. 

17  male  and  one  female  prisoners  were  admitted  to  the  Seychelles  Hospital  for  treat* 
jttient.  Besides  322  males  and  6  L  females  reported  side  and  were  at  ended  t)  in  the  Prisons. 

The  minimum  number  of  prisoners  during  the  year  was  28,  the  maximum  79  and  the 
caily  average  46. 

MENTAL  HOSPITAL  ANSE  ROYALE. 

The  name  of  this  institution  was  changed  from  Lunatic  Asylum  into  Mental  Hospital 
OH  Sth  August  1942  by  Gazette  Notice  No.  228  of  1942. 

The  statistics  of  this  Hospital  is  appended  in  Table  III.

The  daily  average  number  of  paupers  in  1941  was  90  and  there  were  46  deaths. 

The  actual  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  paupers  was  Rs  8,399.39  against  Rs  7,914.96 

in  1940. 
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The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  was  72. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  considering  their  advanced  age  was  fair.  Most  of  then* 
occupy  themselves  in  gardening  and  in  making  mats,  baskets  and  brooms.  The  cost  of 
materials  for  these  industries  was  Rs  14  and  the  sale  of  the  finished  articles  realised  Rs  24  64
